MANCHURTA AS A The history of Manchuria prior to the direct 
DEMOGRAPHIC FRONTIER impact of Western industrialism and imperial- 
ism in the late nineteenth andearly twentieth 
centuries was that of acontinuing frontier, never effectively peopled 
despite the ever-increasing pressure of population south of the Great 
Wall. The reasons inhere in part in the geographical remoteness of 
Manchuria's great central plains and their somewhat different agricul- 
tural and climatic conditions. In part, and perhaps primarily, the 
reasons lie inbasic patterns of Chinese culture. The Great Wall it~ 
self was a physical manifestation of the Chinese reaction to contact 
with the nomadic cultures to the north and east. 





The traditional agrarian culture of China was efficient in that 
its agricultural techniques, family mores, and country-city patterns 
of settlement enabled a maximum number of people to live within an 
area of concentrated settlement. However, it did not evolve either 
the techniques or the motivations which would have lessened extreme 
pressures within areas of abundant settlement by expansion into the 
less intensively utilized lands to the northeast. Yet in spite of 
their failure to merge, the regions below and beyond the Great Wall 
were not unrelated. As Owen Lattimore has stressed so often, there 
was a recurrent rhythm in the relation of settled peasant and nomadic 
frontiersman. Militant groups who had consolidated and extended their 
control in the vast regions beyond the Great Wall would move as con- 
querors into China below the Great Wall, only to lose their dynamism 
and their military superiority as they became assimilated within the 
more mature and sophisticated culture of China. 


















The cyclical movements of barbarian conquest andChinese counter- 
conquest appear to have been accompanied by surprisingly small popu- 
lation movements. Southern Manchuria, especially the agricultural 
lands of the lower Liao River, was ethnically and politically a part 
of China from the third century B.C., but the western steppes were 
Mongolian, the mountains of the north were culturally united with Si- 
beria, and the eastern mountain regions were Korean.- The density of 
population must have been extremely low, eveninthe potentially rich 
agricultural areas. It has been estimated that only amillion Manchus 
and two million Chinese lived in all Manchuria wnen the Manchus con- 
quered the Chinese Ming dynasty in the seventeenth century. 












The establishment of the Menchy dynasty in China itself was not 
accompanied immediately by any appreciable colonizing movements into 
Manchuria beyond the localized Chinese Pale in the lower Liao valley. 
It was a basic tenet of Manchu policy that Manchuria should be held 
sacred as the home of the Manchu, and a primitive form of passport 
system was instituted to prevent the infiltration of Chinese. The 
Government of Korea also forbade emigration from the fourteenth to 
the nineteenth centuries. 












Some clandestine movements into Manchuria undoubtedly occurred 
despite Manchu and Korean prohibitions, but cultural inertias and the 
economic hazards of pioneer life prevented mass migration to and. ef- 

























fective utilization of the vast areas beyond the Chinese region of the 
lower Liao. The political and economic transformations associated 
with imperial expansion proved to be the dynamic factors that led to 
demographic expansion into Manchuria. This expansion began slowly in 
the eighteenth century and accelerated inthe late nineteenth and ear- 
ly twentieth centuries until Manchuria has now become one of the great, 
new settlement areas of the modern world. 


For many decades Manchuria's primarily land-locked position made 
her relatively immune to Western penetration from the sea, but the 
Russians were advancing overland to the Pacific by the middle of the 
seventeenth century. The northern Russo-Chinese border was fixed by 
treaty as early as 1689. Russian fortifications along the Amur were 
countered by Manchu programs for the defensive colonization of north- 
ern Manchuria, but the economic difficulties were insurmountable in 
the pre-railroad period. Chinese estimates placed the population of 
all north Manchuria at less than two million people as late as the end 
of the nineteenth century. 


The modern phase of development began with the Russian decision 
to connect the western and eastern segments of her Far Eastern empire 
by a railroad cutting across centrdl Manchuria to Vladivostok. The 
railroad was completed in 1903, and Japan attacked in 1904. By the 
terms of the Treaty of Portsmouth of 1905 Japan received the Kwantung 
Leased Area in the Liaotung Peninsula and those portions of the for- 
mer Russian Railway running from Harbin to Dairen and Port Arthur, 
together with sovereignty over the narrow strip of the Railway Zone 
itself. Increasing economic and political control by the Japanese fi- 
nally culminated inthe establishment of the puppet empire of Manchou- 
kuo, and the development of the region as an essential part of the 
war potential of the Japanese Empire. With the Japanese defeat in 
1945, the Kwantung Leased Area and Manchoukuo presumably again become 
an integral part of China, and the great railway systems and port fa- 
cilities that control the economic and political destiny of the area 
come under joint Russian-Chinese ownership and control. 


Although the building of the railroads and their associated eco- 
nomic developments resulted inthe ultimate though temporary elimina- 
tion of Chinese sovereignty over the territory of Manchuria, they 
initiated amass migration of Chinese*labor that was to make Manchuria 
ethnically a Chinese land. There are few statistics to indicate even 
the approximate magnitude of this migration prior to 1923, when the 
Research Department of the South Manchuria Railway (SMR) Company be- 
gan publication of an annual series of estimates on migration to and 
from Manchuria, including Kwantung and the SMR Zone itself. According 
to this series, there were 6.7 million Chinese immigrants inthe dec- 
ade from 1925 to 1935, but there was a return migration of 3.0 mil- 
lion, amounting to 45 per cent of the number of immigrants. The total 
migration between 1925 and the end of the first quarter of 1943 
amounted to 14 million, but-the net gain by migration ameunted to only 
about 5million in this eighteen-year period. This figuré on net Chi- 
nese immigration is generally admitted to be a gross understatement. 


The annual fluctuations in the SMRmigration series reveal clear- 
ly the pattern of migration in the past, even though they fail to 
measure its magnitude precisely, and they indicate potential trends 

























































in the future. Although the mass migration was a consequence of the 
development of railroads and job opportunities within Manchuria it- 
self, annual migration into or away from Manchuria reflected primar- 
ily the push of economic and political conditions in the area of res- 
idence, whether China or Manchuria. Immigration jumped after periods 
of famine or revolution within North China, and return migration from 
Manchuria increased in periods of war or political insecurity. In 
general, movement flowed fron regions of disorder to regions of rela- 
tively greater order. 


Selectivity in the migration resembles that in comparable labor 
movements within Western culture. Before the war, 96 per cent of all 
coolie migrants had come from the densely settled and neighboring prov- 
inces of Shantung and Hopei, only 4per cent from all the other prov- 
inces of North China. Within Manchuria the recent coolie migrants re- 
mained predominantly in the south, whereas the settlement expansion 
and the seasonal labor to the more open regions of the north were under- 
taken by earlier migrants or by the native born. The system of labor 
recruitment, labor utilization, international fiscal balances, and so 
on became increasingly complicated as Manchoukuc embarked on its Five 
Year Plans and faced increasing labor scarcities. Whatever the sys— 
tem, the coolie migrant came from the lowest economic level within his 
village of residence in North China and held the lowest and most 
poorly paid job within Manchuria. This was true even in the earlier 
period when practically all migrants except those to the SMR Zone were 
occupied in agriculture. It remained true when the majority of the 
seasonal laborers were used in Japanese-sponsored construction, min- 
ing, and industrial developments. 


Migration was highly seasonal. Chinese men left in February or 
March after the Chinese New Year and returned in November or December. 
This fluctuating labor supply was adapted to utilization during the 
agricultural season, but it seriously retarded the development of ei- 
ther a stable ora semi-skilled labor supply within Manchuria. In re- 
cent years an increasing proportion of the migrants have been accom- 
panied by dependents and so presumably are more likely to remain per- 
manently within the country. 


The Manchoukuo census of 1940 included questions bothon place of 
birth and on date of entry into Manchoukuo. Simple tabulations of these 
questions wouldyield the information essential to assessing the role of 
recent migrants inthe peopling of the northeastern region, even though 
questions asked only of the migrants who were present in 1940 would 
not permit-a historical reconstruction of past trends. No definitive 
analysis of the demographic characteristics and consequences of the 
Chinese migration into Manchuria will be possible until the detailed 
data of the 1940 census of Manchoukuo become available. 


Korea furnished the migratory current next in importance to that 
from China. Korea's agricultural overpopulation and periodic agri- 
cultural calamities provided a strong propulsive force to expansion 
across the border into Manchuria. In addition, prior to 1931 Man- 
churia was a place of refuge for liberals or the dissatisfied who were 


fleeing Japanese rule. 


The third largest migratory movement was that of the Japanese 
who came as bureaucrats, technicians, and administrative and super- 




















visory personnel, first within the orbit of Kwantung and the SMR Zone, 
and later throughout the puppet state of Manchoukuo. The rationaliza- 
tion for Japanese interest inManchuria included the familiar pattern 
of the need for agricultural settlement torelieve the overpopulation 
of the home country. The de facto acquisition of Manchuria in 1931 
was followed by announcements of ever more grandiose colonization 
schemes that were t6 secure the settlement of one million Japanese 
families on the land within twenty years. Information on plans, or- 
ganizations, and operational techniques was freely available in Eng- 
lish, from official and unofficial sources, in learned journals, Do- 
mei broadcs.sts, and the prolific SMR publications. Equally well known 
to the Western world was the failure of these colonization schemes, 
although precise figures on Japanese agricultural colonists differ. 
They appear to have numbered less than 85 thousand by the outbreak 
of the war with the United States. Practically nothing was available 
in English on the real Japanese migration, which was a movement to 
the cities and urban occupations. This movement had as its motiva- 
tion and its consequence the complete control of the economy of Man- 
choukuo by the Japanese and the operation of that economy inthe ser- 
vice of Japanese profits and Japanese military preparedness. 


The role of the various migrants in the economy of Manchuria is 
evident by inference from the occupational statistics published by the 
Government of Manchoukuo. These statistics are more deficient even 
than the occupational statistics from the registration systems of 
other Japanese-controlled areas, but here again the general pattern 
is so apparent that even the crudest of official statistics cannot 
fail to reveal it. At the end of 1937, the proportion of the occupied 
population dependent on agriculture and forestry was 71 for Mancnurians 
(Chinese, Manchus, and Mongols combined), 68 for Koreans, and 3 for 
Japanese. The proportion in the three categories of manufacturing 
industry, commerce, and transportation was 9 for Mancmrians, 10 
for Koreans, and 45 for Japanese. The proportion in government ser- 
vice and the professions was less than 5 per cent for Chinese and 
Koreans, almost 25 per cent for Japanese. Actual differences in 
income and levels of living were even greater than these occupational 
statistics alone would indicate, since the prevalent practice was a 
differential wage scale, with Manchurians paid least, Koreans paid 
more, and the Japanese paid most. The justification was the relative 
productive efficiency of the various groups. 


The migration from North China, Korea, and Japan into Manchuria 
was only one aspect of the process of population movement and redis- 
tribution that accompanied the railroad-dominatead and Japanese- 
controlled economic expansion. There were both permanent and seasonal 
movements of agriculturalists from the labor-surplus south to the 
labor-deficit north. Agricultural settlement continued, especially 
northward and along the railroads. Mining, construction, and indus— 
trial activities created labor demands that were met in part by coo- 
lie migrants from China Proper, inpart by movements within the coun- 
try. Probably the greatest movement inthe last decade was the inter- 
nal migration from the rural areas to the mushrooming cities. Unfor- 
tunately, there is only inferential evidence on this as on the other 
processes of demographic transformation inManchuria. Local area stud- 
ies and estimates by the Government of Manchoukuo and the SMR Company 
abound, but their validity is subject only to inferential proof or 
disproof on the basis of internal inconsistency. 











The statistical system of Manchoukuo was progressively developed 
according to Japanese patterns, but the early demographic statistics 
were grossly deficient. Enumerative censuses were attempted in selected 
areas, mainly urban, in 1935 and 1936, but the detailed publications 
are not available. The first attempt atacomplete enumerative census 
was that of October 1, 1940. Careful analysis of the limited demo- 
graphic data available indicates a rather remarkable degree of internal 
consistency and correspondence with what would be expected on the 
basis of the known ethnic and economic characteristics of the various 
regions. However, even the Manchoukuo Government admitted that the 
coverage was incomplete. 


This census was patterned after that of Japan and was taken with 
the assistance of technical personnel loaned by the Imperial Bureau of 
Statistics. Schedules were distributed in advance of the census date, 
filled in by the head of the household, and collected by the census 
enumerators on the census day. Residence determination was strictly 
de facto as of the midnight preceding October1l, except that "military 
personnel of allied nations" and "envoys of foreign countries" were 
excluded. 


The following questions were included onthe schedule: 1. Name. 
2. Name and place of permanent residence of the family head. 3. Names 
of father and mother, and relationship to father and mother. 4. If 
head of household, relationship to the head of the family. 5. If not 
head of the household, relationship to the head of the household. 6. 
Sex. 7. Age; also year, month, and day of birth. 8. Marital status. 
9. Occupation. 10. Race, or nationality if a foreigner. 11. Place of 
birth registration, or domicile if a citizen of Japan. 12. Place of 
permanent residence, temporary dwelling, or residence during visit. 
13, Year, month, and day of arrival in Manchoukuo, if born abroad. 
14. Year, month, and day of arrival at place of permanent residence, 
temporary residence, or visit. 15. Military status. 


The population enumerated onOctober 1, 1940, numbered 43.2 mil- 
lion in Manchoukuo and 1.4 million in Kwantung. Thirty-five years 
earlier, when Japan defeated Russia and began her modern career of im- 
perial expansion on mainland Asia, there are said to have been from 
16 to 22 million people in the Three Eastern Provinces of China and 
410 thousand in Kwantung. The Research Department of the SMR Company 
estimated the population of the entire area of Manchoukuo, including 
the SMR Zone, to have been 30 million in 1932. In addition, the popu- 
lation of Kwantung was 961 thousand. If both the estimate as of De- 
cember 31, 1932, and the census as of October 1, 1940, are correct, 
the total population of Manchoukuo and Kwantung increased 13.7 million 
in a period of less than eight years. Subtracting the net bdlance of 
Chinese coolie migration, 1.5 million, and anestimated net migration 
of 1.4million Japanese and Koreans, tne uwavural increase for the eight- 
year period would have had to amount to over three percent per year to 
produce this total population increase. Since this rate of natural in- 
crease is inconceivable for the Manchoulnio of 1932 to 1940, it is apparent 
that there are fundamental inconsistencies between the population esti- 
mates and the migration statistics, whether issued by the SMR Company 
or the Government of Manchoukuo. It is certain that increase was rap- 
id, but the actual rate of increase and the relative contributions 
to it of immigration and naturel increase cannot be determined on the 















































basis of official statistics. Inferentially, it would appear that es- 
timates of the rates of growth of areas within Manchoukuo would be 
even more suspect than the estimate for the total country. 


The broad pattern of population distribution, illustrated by the 
provincial density map on the front cover, reflects the topography of 
the region, the historical settlement pattern, and the predominant in- 
fluence of the railroads. The mountainous periphery of the country 
was sparsely peopled, especially the Hsingan provinces and Heiho. Stra- 
tegic colonization, military transportation facilities, mining, and 
war-oriented industries produced intermediate densities of 10 to 25 
persons per square kilometer in the northeastern provinces adjoining 
the Soviet FarEast, and continuing Korean migration produced an over- 
all density of 28 per square kilometer in mountainous Chientao Province. 


Kwantung, the political, economic, andmilitary base for Japanese 
domination of a vast hinterland, had an average density of 395 persons 
per square kilometer, over three times that of any province of Man- 
choukuo itself, with the exception of Fengtien. The region of dense 
settlement within Manchoukuo was a wedge in the center, based on the 
SMR dominated provinces of Fengtien, Chinchow, andAntung, and extend- 
ing upward through Kirin Province to the junction of the SMR Railway 
with the former Chinese Eastern Railway in Pinkiang Province. These 
five provinces, including the special municipality of Hsinking, con- 
tained 22.6 per cent of the area of Manchoukuo and 63.7 per cent of 
its population. They contained a disproportionately large share of 
the population engaged inthe newer and expanding industrial and com- 
mercial occupations, at the same time that they remained the major 
region of concentrated agricultural settlement and commercial produc- 
tion for the export market. 


The phenomenal growth of cities in Kwantung and Manchoukuo is the 
most reliable measure available of the economic transformations in 
process during the decade of agricultural and industrial expansion and 
military preparedness that preceded Japan's war for continental hege- 
mony. In 1940, the 4.4 million persons resident in cities of 100,000 
and over constituted only ten per cent ofthe total population of Man- 
choukuo. However, although the urban-rural patterns of settlement 
were still those of a predominantly agricultural population, the ra- 
pidity of urban growth in the brief history of the puppet state of 
Manchoukuo has few parallels in the history of either West or East. 
The fifteen cities of 100,000 or over in1940 had increased ninety per 
cent in total population since December 31, 1936. Fragmentary esti- 
mates for the period after 1940 indicate that rapid growth continued’ 
throughout the war period until air raids andfood deficits forced of- 
ficial attempts to lessen the population of many of the urban areas. 


Twelve of the fifteen large cities of Manchoukuo were concentrated 
in the five south central provinces. This region included 4million of 
the 4.4 million people resident in cities of 100,000 or more. In it 
lay Mukden (population 1,135,801), Harbin (661,984), and Hsinking 
(554,202). There were only two cities of even 50 thousand population 
in the eleven mountainous provinces girdlingManchoulkuo, and these two, 
Chiamussu and Mutankiang, owed their growth to the same sort of indus— 
trial exploitation and strategic preparedness that created the cities 
of the central plains. 

















The rapid growth of cities was only one aspect of the population 
redistribution that must have been operative to produce the demographic 
structure of the population of Manchoukuo. The influence of migration 
from outside Manchoukuo is apparent in the sex ratio of 124 for the 
entire country, but the extreme variations in sex ratios as between 
provinces, municipalities, and hsien can have been produced only by 
internal migrations of considerable magnitude. It is possible, per- 
haps probable, that there was some differential underenumeration of 
females, although the age distributions available for three provinces 
and two cities give few evidences of it. In addition, a 24 per cent 
excess of males is not unreasonable in a population as predominantly 
migrant as that of Manchoukuo. It is interesting but not conclusive 
to note that the excess of males in the "Manchurian" population of 
Manchoukuo in 1940 was 4.3 million, whereas the recorded net immigra- 
tion of Chinese coolie labor between 1925 and. 1940 amounted to 4.1 
million. 


A high or low sex ratio for an area cannot be assumed to indicate 
the amount of migration unless the movements are highly selective as 
to sex. However, Chinese coolie migration, recent Japanese and Korean 
migration, industrial and agricultural seasonal migration within the 
country, and movements into the cities for urban employment were all 
predominantly movements of males. Hence a sex ratio above the national 
average of 124 can be assumed to reflect a concentration of internal 
migrants, even though the amount of the migration cannot be assumed 
to be proportionate to the size of the ratio. 


Sex ratios for provinces were approximately equal to or below the 
national average inthe central provinces, and higher in the peripheral 
provinces. The sex ratios for provinces tended to be inversely related 
to density. Ratios of less than110 occured only in Fengtien,Chinchow, 
and Antung, where Chinese migrants were more likely to consist of 
family groups, and where adense agricultural population provided male 
migrants to the developing cities from within the province. Ratios of 
over 175 occurred only inNorth Hsingan, Heiho, Tungan, and Mutankiang, 
all active centers of preparation forthe anticipated warwith the Sov- 
iet Union, and all sosparsely settled that labor had to be imported, 
either from China or, more probably, from the southern provinces. 


The greatest imbalance inthe numerical relationship of the sexes, 
and thus presumably the heaviest immigration, occurred in the cities. 
. The range among the fifteen cities of 100,000 and over was from 128 in 
Liaoyang and 138 in Antung, both old cities, to200 in Mutankiang and 
259 in Penhsifu, both war-boom cities. The median ratio was that of 
166.for Hsinking, the capital. These high ratios in cities were in 
part.due to the prevalence of international migrations, in part to 
movements from rural areas to the cities. ‘In Fengtien Province, for 
instance, the sex ratio was 167inthe cities, 109 in the hsien. How- 
ever, only three of the twenty hsien had ratios of'under 100, while 
four had ratios of 130 or above. In general, the predominance of 
males was least in the non-industrial hsien adjacent to large cities 
and in those with old anddense agricultural populations; it was great— 
est in the new agricultural, industrial, orstrategic hsien.or banners 
located in the sparsely settled frontier regions. 


The extraordinary predominance of men throughout Manchuria cre- 
ated social and demographic imbalances more severe than would be indi- 













































































cated by the sexratios for total populations. The numerical relations 
of the sexes inchildhood were those normal forasedentary population, 
but beginning with early adolescence the male population was increased 
disproportionately by migration until in the central working ages of 
15 to 50 the men outnumbered the women two or three to one. Marriage 
and family relationships were necessarily disturbed. In Kwantung and 
the SMR Zone in 1935, 45 per cent of all males aged 15-50 and 22 per 
cent of all females reported themselves as single. No data on marital 
status are available for Manchoukuo. 


The marital status of individuals is only a crude reflection of 
the extent to which the migration of Chinese peasants disturbs the tra- 
ditional pattern of Chinese family life since many families are left 
behind in the villages, either inChina below the Great Wall or inMan- 
churia. In Mukden, for instance, there were 494 thousand men between 
the ages of 16 and 51 in 1940, as contrasted to 235 thousand women. 
If the proportion of married women in Mukden was the same as that in 
the Manchurian population of Kwantung in 1935, and each married woman 
in Mukden was married toaman resident inMukden, there were only 175 
thousand married couples in the city. Almost two-thirds of the men 
16-51 years of age in this city of over a million were either single 
or Living apart from their families. The disruption inthe tradition- 
al familial basis of living and working associated with forced urban- 
ization in Manchoukuo is probably somewhat greater than that inJapan 
Proper. The extent to which it resulted in the individual and insti- 
tutional disorganizations so characteristic of the proliferating cit- 
ies of Japan is not subject to determination from demographic data. 


The predominant role of the migrant influenced not only the mar- 
ital and family status of people in the productive ages but also the 
age and sex structure of the entire population. The normal Oriental 
population is heavily weighted with children, only a.small proportion 
of whom survives to reach middle or old age. Among the Koreans of 
Chientao Province in Manchoukuo, 40 per cent of the entire population 
was under age 16 and only 6-per cent was age 61 or above. The burden 
of dependency per male worker in the productive ages was very high. 
In the Mukden and Harbin of 1940, by contrast, only one-fourth of the 
total population was under 16, and only 4 per cent was age 61 orabove. 
Seventy to 75 per cent of the population of Mukden and Harbin was in 
the productive ages as contrasted to 55 per cent in the more rural and 
less migratory Korean population of Chientao. Among males, the con- 
centration in the young adult ages was even more extreme than in the 
total population. From 45 to 50 per cent of the entire male popula- 
tion of Mukden and Harbin was between the ages of 16 and 36. 


The significance of relatively low dependent-productive ratios 
in the migrant population.of the cities and even many rural areas of 
Manchuria is different from that in Western countries, where such 
ratios accompany the transition from high to low fertility. In Man- 
churia, actual dependency perman gainfully employed is probably quite 
high. In fact, the pressure of the burden of dependents in the origi- 
nal place of residence was the major instigating factor in the mové- 
ment of Chinese men in search of whatever employment there was, regard- 
less of wages or conditions of work. Emigrant remittances to North 
China furnish strong corroboration of this fact. Low dependency ra- 
tios reflect in part the geographical segregation of the worker from 








his dependents, in part the severity of the economic conditions that 
operate against the establishment of new families within the cities. 
They indicate economic pressure and social disorganization, not the 
adoption of the small family pattern asapart of the process of mod- 
ernization. 


The migration of the Chinese beyond the Great Wall from the peri- 
od of early railroad construction in the eighteen-nineties to the 
present has been a spectacular process, whose economic and political 
consequences for the future of Northeastern Asia can scarcely be over- 
emphasized. However, the fundamental processes of population growth 
operative in Northeastern Asia, as elsewhere, are the normal ones of 
family formation, births, and deaths. Neither the level nor the dif- 
ferentials in Manchurian vital rates can be measured with any degree 
of precision, although the historical statistical series for Kwantung 
and the SMR Zone and partial tabulations for selected areas from the 
returns of the Manchoukuo census of 1940 permit tentative estimates. 


Determination of the precise level of mortality inManchoukuo is 
impossible, and it is extremely difficult to obtain even reasonable 
estimates. The registration systems of Kwantung and the SMR Zone pro- 
vide detailed vital statistics, but comparison of recorded births with 
census age distributions indicates severe under-registration. Recorded 
infant mortality was around 180 per 1,000 live births throughout the 
‘thirties, a rate about one-fifth above that recorded in Formosa but 
one-fifth below that in Seoul, Korea. The recorded mortality in the 
productive ages was impossibly low, partly because of the highly se- 
lective nature of the in- and out-migration of the Chinese labor that 
constituted an appreciable proportion of the total population. 


There are few quantitative clues as to the level of mortality in 
Manchoukuo. It is possible that the level of mortality in the large 
cities was comparable to that in Kwantung and the SMR Zone, since 
many of these large cities were located in part within the SMR Zone. 
Whether rural mortality was higher or lower than urban mortality isa 
subject for speculation only. There are no data for analysis. 


The key question in assessing the demographic potentialities of 
the former Kwantung-Manchoukuo area is that of the level of fertility. 
Crude birth rates would have little significance, even if available, 
because of the heavily distorted age and sex composition of the popu- 
‘lation and because of seasonal migration. Hence the problem must be 
approached through an analysis of age distributions, which are avail- 
able from the quinquennial censuses of Kwantung and the SMR Zone and 
from the 1940 census of Manchoukuo for the cities of Mukden and Harbin 
and the provinces of Chientao, East Hsingan, and Mutankiang. These 
areas do not even approximate a reasonable sample of the total popu- 
lation of Manchoukuo, but they are sufficiently diverse to provide 
type illustrations of the reproductive behavior of the various groups 
in specific regional and economic situations. 


The transformation of lunar age distributions into estimated num 
bers of births presented many difficulties. Lunar age one was uti- 
lized, since, in the absence of any evidence of differential under- 
enumeration, it seemed preferable todeal with nursing babies who were 
least likely tobe separated from their mothers. Mortality throughout 





























































the first year of life was assumed tobe at the level of the 1930-1935 
life tables for Japanese and Manchurians inKwantung and the SMR Zone. 
The monthly pattern of births and deaths was assumed to be that of the 
registration statistics for Kwantung and the SMR Zone. Gross repro- 
duction rates were computed by indirect standardization, using the 
distribution pattern of legitimate births in Kwantung and the SMR 
Zone for the various groups of Manchurians and Koreans, and patterns 
derived from the experience within Japan Proper for the overseas 
Japanese. The rates for the provinces of Chientao, East Hsingan, and 
Mutankiang were based on the age group 1-5 instead of age 0, which 
was not separately available. Obviously, gross reproduction rates as 
thus computed are only approximations, but all biases are conserva- 
tive in the sense that they tend to lower the fertility estimates. 
The essential validity ‘of the pattern of gross reproduction rates is 
corroborated by its close agreement with the pattern of the unstand- 
ardized ratios of female children 1-5 to women 16-51 and its consis-— 
tency with the patterns of levels and differentials infertility pre- 
viously determined for the Japanese-controlled areas of Formosa and 
Korea. 


Fertility inKwantung and Manchoukuo reveals the same pattern of 
differentials found in Western culture and in Japan. In all regions, 
rural and urban, industrial andagricultural, fertility was lower for 
the economically dominant Japanese group than it was for the Manchu- 
rian masses. Gross reproduction rates for Japanese in Kwantung and 
the SMR Zone were 2.0 in 1930 and 1.6 in 1935. In the Manchoukuo of 
1940, gross reproduction rates forJapanese females were 2.0 inChien- 
tao, 2.1 in East Hsingan, and 1.7 in Mutankiang. Rates for the heav- 
ily migrant Chinese rural populations were 3.linChientao and 3.4 in 
East Hsingan, while the rate for the more urban and industrial Chi- 
nese in Mutankiang was 2.8. The rates for Manchus and Mongols were 
also high, amounting for the Manchus to almost 3 in Chientao and Mu- 
tankiang, and 3.6 in East Hsingan. 


The gross reproduction rates for Manchurian females reached 3.4 
in East Hsingan, where the Manchurian peoples constituted an approach 
to an indigenous rural population, and declined progressively with 
increasing urbanization and increasing migration to reach a low of 
2.6-in Kwantung and the SMR Zone in 1935. The highest fertility of 
any group studied was that of the agricultural Koreans of Chientao 
Province, where the gross reproduction rate of 3.6 reached the heights 
characteristic of the Korean people within the northern provinces of 
Korea. 


The gross reproduction rates of 2.2 for Mukden and. 2.3 for Har- 
bin indicate afertility significantly lower than that characteristic 
of the more rural provinces, or even of Kwantung and the SMR Zone. 
These rates for cities represent essentially the reproductive per- 
formance of the Manchurian groups within the cities, since Japanese, 
aliens, and persons without nationality constituted only 13 per cent 
of the total population in Mukden and 14 in Harbin. 


Satisfactory explanations of the apparently lower fertility that 
occurs with migration and urbanization would require controlled studies 
within Manchuria. If infant mortality were grossly higher in the cit- 
ies thaninthe rural areas, the real urban-rural differentials would 





















































be smaller than computed gross reproduction rates indicate, but the 
differences are so great and their pattern so consistent as to make 
it improbable that the explanation lies solely in the differential 
mortality of infants. It is not conceivable that patterns of con- 
trolled fertility were widespread enough to have had any appreciable 
influence in lessening the fertility of large groups. ~- Nothing ‘is 
known as to the possible role of abortions. There is evidence that 
the average age atmarriage for girls was higher in the urban and the 
migrant communities than in the rural populations of either China or 
Korea. It is entirely possible that both the long distance migration 
of women from south of the Great Wall to Manchuria and the shorter 
distance migration within Manchuria itself were selective as to fer- 
tility. In addition, there may have been a return migration of preg- 
nant women. Whatever factor orcombination of factors was responsible 
for the differential between urban and rural areas, however, it was 
not sufficient todecrease the fertility in the large mainland cities 
even to the relatively high levels characteristic of the cities of 
Japan Proper. 


The future potentialities of the northeastern region as a di- 
rect outlet for the surplus population of North China depend on the 
rapidity of the agricultural and industrial expansion within that area, 
and on the extent to which the employment opportunities are pre-empted 
by an increasing number of maturing youth within the region itself. 
Hence the present and potential rate of population increase within 
Manchuria becomes an important element in determining the length of 
time during which population pressure south of the Great Wall might 
be lessened through migration northward. A crude approximation to 
the probable rate of natural increase within prewar Manchoukuo and 
Kwantung was secured by assuming that the age structure and fertility 
of East Hsingan and Chientao were representative of the rural areas, 
and that those of Mukden and Harbin were representative of the urban 
areas. A population with the sex ratioand the degree of urbanization 
of Manchoukuo and Kwantung in 1940, and subject to mortality at the 
level characteristic of Korea during the period from 1925 to 1930, 
would have a crude birth rate of 40 to 45 per 1,000 total population 
andacrude death rate of 20 to 25. Hence the rate of natural increase 
would be approximately 1.5 per cent per year. 


In one sense, the 1940 census of Manchoukuo is ahistorical docu- 
. ment, recording as itdoes the achievements and the failures of almost 
half a‘century of Japanese economic penetration and political expan- 
sion. In another sense, it is the major statistical basis for real- 
istic planning for the future of Manchuria as a Chinese region. The 
Japanese period itself is now history, but the demographic and econom- 
ic heritage of that period of expansion constitutes at once a danger 
and an opportunity. The danger inheres in the possibility of a re- 
newal of imperial rivalries in which coneern for the welfare of the 
people of the northeastern region yields before struggles for profits 
and prestige. The opportunity is that of utilizing the demographic 
and economic potentialities of Manchuria as an agricultural and‘in- 
dustrial spearhead for the economic transformation of China. The pos- 
sibilities for and the ultimate limitations to the development of Man- 
churia as anindustrial region depend fundamentally on the still dis- 
puted question of the nature and extent of the resources base of the 
area. Demographic factors were not determinants of the transformation 

















of Manchuria during the Japanese-dominated decades, and they will not 
be the determinants in the immediate future. However, disregard of 
the demographic realities of Northeastern Asia can easily negate any 
possibilities for appreciable amelioration of the mass poverty of 
either Manchuria or North China below the Great Wall. 


The fact that Manchuria is a relatively sparsely settled land 
adjacent to the densely settled "famine provinces" of North China has 
led to the optimistic assumption that a natural flow of population 
would lessen the population pressure in North China and develop the 
immense potentialities of Manchuria. Factual analysis indicates, 
however, that the role of Manchuria as a demographic frontier for an 
expanding China is limited. The American hemisphere was a demographic 
safety valve for an industrializing Europe which had a population of 
approximately 140 million when the Industrial Revolution began in the 
eighteenth century. Manchuria is already densely settled as compared 
to the America of the colonial period, and its limited area is adja- 
cent to a China that begins the process of industrial transformation 
with approximately half a billion people. A limited number of indi- 
viduals may find superior economic opportunities in Manchuria, but 
mass migration alone is not likely to reduce the population pressure 
within China. 


A few crude computations will illustrate the futility of any 
plan to eliminate population pressure in China through agricultural 
settlement inthe frontier regions. Moyer has estimated the population- 
carrying capacity of Manchuria on the assumption that all potential 
agricultural resources are utilized according toexisting techniques. 
If the area of cultivated land per capita of the total population for 
all Manchuria were to reach that characteristic of south Manchuria in 
1936, the total population would be about 82 million. If the per cap- 
ita cultivated acreage were to be reduced still further to that of 
Hopei and Shantung provinces before the war, the population would reach 
137 million. If we accept Moyer's estimate and further assume that 
the rate of natural increase within Manchuria remains at1.5 per cent 
per year, and that there is an annual net immigration of one million 
persons, density of settlement inall Manchuria would reach that char- 
acteristic of south Manchuria by 1960, and that characteristic of 
Shantung and Hopei by 1980. The total population would reach 200 mil- 
lion by the year 2000. These are of course highly improbable esti- 
mates, since as density increased both rates of natural increase and 
migration would probably decrease. 


It is entirely possible that migration will continue until the 
population pressure north and south of the Great Wall is equalized. 
If this occurs within the existing metrix of hand agriculture, low 
levels of living, and uncontrolled fertility, the ultimate conse- 
quences of Chinese expansion beyond the Great Wall will be merely the 
equalization of poverty. 


The positive aspects of the Chinese-Manchurian relationship dur- 
ing the coming decades are much more difficult toassess. Manchuria's 
agricultural resources are sufficient to produce the food surpluses 
necessary to support a sizable non-agricultural population. The in- 
dustrial plants, the transportation systems, and the skilled and semi- 
skilled labor supply that exist as a heritage from a half century of 











modernization offer theoretical possibilities for rapid industrial 
and commercial advance in the immediate postwar decades. If this oc 
curs, Manchuria may become the industrial and agricultural region that 
spearheads the social and economic transformation of China. 


The future of Manchuria is dependent on international peace, po- 
litical stability within China, the continuing industrialization of 
Northeastern Asia, and comprehensive social and educational changes 
oriented toward improving the health, the welfare, and the economic 
efficiency of the people. There are no purely demographic solutions 
to the demographic problems of either China as a whole or its north- 
eastern provinces. 


Note on Sources 


The preceding note is based on preliminary and partial analyses 
of the voluminous historical and descriptive materials that have ap- 
peared in recent years on the strategic area known to the West as 
Manchuria. The problems involved in scientific analyses of an area 
such as this are almost insurmountable. Historical sources may be in 
Russian or Chinese, possibly in Japanese, but seldom in any Western 
language. Quantitative data are practically coterminous with Japanese 
control, and as such are biased in collection, processing, presenta- 
tion, and interpretation. Massive quantities of data exist on quan- 
titatively insignificant movements, such as Japanese agricultural 
colonization, whereas the major processes of settlement, growth, and 
distribution remain neglected. 


The only adequate information on population trends in any sec- 
tion of the northeastern region is that contained inthe quinquennial 
censuses of Kwantung and the South Manchurian Railway Zone, but no 
volumes of any of these censuses are yet available. Edwin G. Beal, 
Jr., recently published a summary of the population estimates and 
census activities of Manchoukuo, together with a translation of the 
Provisional Census Law, the enforcement regulations, and the prelimi- 
nary returns of the census of 1940 on numbers by sex for provinces, 
municipalities, hsien, and banners. He also located, translated, and 
made available inunpublished form the age distributions for the prov- 
inces of East Hsingan, Chientao, and Mutankiang and the cities of 
. Mukden and Harbin.
